Interior surfaces and 
any surfaces that come in contact with dogs or cats must: (i) Be free of excessive rust that prevents the 
required cleaning and sanitization, or that affects the structural strength of the surface; and 
(ii) Be free of jagged edges or sharp points that might injure the animals.
